Naphtha and Imrning fluid cannot eom{>ete with 
it in illuminating i>ower, and it can be sold at a 
prit« far lower than either. It 1s estimated that 
even at one dollar a gallon, retail. It would still 
be the most economical illuminator known. Its 
only rivak coal gas, is more co^v, as well as, 
at tlte same time, more oonvenient. and it will 
t>rol>aWy long retain the favor of the public. 

II must not be forgotten, however, tbit a very 
file gas is now luanufaelured from crude }i^ 
troleum. the illuminating power of which far 
exceeds that of coal gas, while its cost is much 
less. 

The consumption of petroleam in the United 
States is cuDslautl) imreacing a-* new uses are 
found for it. It has already been sacceA^fally 
used for cooking pnqioses, and it is thought 
Uiat it mav come Into compeUtion with coal as 
a means of generating steam economically. 

I IheLumqm of Petrfilomm . — The crude oil Is 
a gre»n»rih black color, and of decidedly un- 
fileasant smell and taste It is too thick to burn 
in the ordinarv Umisi, although highly combus- 
tible. The ortlnarv method of refining Is by 
diritillation; but within a few weeks past a new 
S' stem, Involving a chemical i>rix*ss, has been 
liitrodnced; and this method Is claimed to 
both the safest, quickest, and most economical.

-As there Is no mode of making public the sc- 
ciel working of Jetf Davis's reliel machine, as 
w fHked hy his engineers and tools iu Texas, 
without incurring the liability to be ground 
out by said machine, I take the liberty to write 
1 DU a few lines from time to time from ihU 
stand point, without any claim to learning or 
jiolish; but with a solemn resjionpibllity to God 
ai'd man for the truth. The number of Union 
men that have l>een privately as*.issiuated bv 
Ji tTs government agents and officials, with the 
knowledge and tacit consent of the whole rebel 
crew, from Jeff down to the lowest private, is 
iacii'dihly large In Texas. 

As sonie of JefTs tools now deserve a little 
notoriety, I will relate the following tragedv, as 
showing the cold-hearted, blood-lhirstv jiro- 
la nsltles of the rebel crew: 

About the flisl of July last a man by the 
name of Trnll, a vewerable and grav-headed 
veteran about sixty years of ago, who had 
fought in the Texan revolntlon in a man 
ol bumble cnndilion In life, good moral char- 
acter, but iKissessing an iron will, not to be 
driven to light against the old flag, was brutal- 
ly murdered. 

Trull, his throe sons, and several of the Criers 
and other neighbors, in all about fifteen per- 
soDA who were Union from the start, to avoid 
N ing forced to take up arms against a Govem- 
DK ut that they loved, organized them*elvi» into 
a party to leave the country peac'eablv; the 
lounger jiorllons of the partv’being pursned hy 
JtlT 8 conscript onicers. they camped In a thicket 
near by In the neighborhood to provide for their 
families, and make ready for their final depir- 
tiire for the Union lines’. Hating evaded the 
conscript olBoer, in which thev violated no law, 
a oom{iany of cavalry, under command of Lieu- 
tenant Jackson, was detailed to arrest the party. 
Jackson proceeded to the neighborhood, and 
I cing unable to find the refugees, he and his 
cf*mmand went to their residences, and applied 
to Ihe women and children to disclose where 
Iheir relatives were concealed. Thev refused, 
ot course, when Jackson and hU men ooml 
roenced the most unherard of injuries and abuses 
uiKin the projierty and persons of the women 
ai d children ol the refugees. Thev broke into 
I lie bou*c, destroyed their provL-ious, killed 
their jKiultry, destro'cd their stock, hung some 
Ilf the females by the neck until they were 
Mack in the face, and exposed their {ktsous to 
the public in order to comjH;! them to tell j 
where tbrir relatives were. i 

Tidings of the nature of the above outrages, 
t < HH'trat'd nt*on tbe families of the refa'a-es, 
were conv4 Vcd to Trull and hi.s party bv a iittle I 
sonofTnill. Fired with rc'^entmenl at such | 
ii.irl'arilies, thev instant aneousl v ru'hc>l fr-mi | 
Ikeir camt'.niid.iuwiiiig ,T:Mks<.n’sn)rin'UTniirs | 
h"iise, thev fired a volk'vat tliem. killing Li.ju- I 
lei ant Jackson and wounding several others. ! 
The balance fled. | 

F.mboldeni-d bv the cowardice of .T,-tr s th'eves I 
ftv-d warriors ui>on inuoceiit women and cliil- ' 
li.-en, who Wi re guilt V of no other crime than j 
love and affections for their fatliers, s(<ns, and ! 
bn-thers. and tbe de*trncti>in of the necessaries 
of snlifistcnce for their families, thev tarried 
1 >neer than I'rudence should have dictated. 

The failure of .I:u:kson's command being re- 
po’ted to Macmder. he ordered a full com|)any 
( f Home Guards, stationed at Liberty under the 
(ommandiif Capt. Lacour. and five blood- 
hounds. to procfcd and capture Trill and his 
pnrtv, (load or alive. They proceeded to the 
neiHlil>orbood of the Trull's, and with the dogs, 
trailed them up D) tbe place where thev were 
stAi ing, to prepare and confer with their fami- 
lies for their final de|>Hrture. 

Uaj>t. 1-acoiir and his men having a special 
legard for their < arcae?4». set about doing, by 
fraud and deception, what lliey dared not do by 
force. They sent in a flag of trace and told the 
refugees that they could not escajie and if they 
wtiuld surrtmder they would be as-.l/ned to poet 
duty, and not sent Into the field, and should not 
l-e harmed. The majority were intimidated in- 
to a surrcrdi'r, and Trull was forced ag.iinst hLs 
w ill to do_tbe same. 

Tlie party were taken to Beaumont. Colonel 
Griffin, of 8.abine Pass, demanded the eider 
Trail and two of his sons to Ije delivered to him 
to be tried for resisting the conscript officer. 
The balance were taken to Liberty (aa they 
were told, to be mustered into service, uumtier- 
iug 1 etween lieht and twelve. Among them 
"cre an clderlv man by the name of Crier and 
his son. about fifteen years of age, and one of 
'Iniirs sons. When thev arrived at Liberty 
they were confined in the count'- jail for sa'e- 
kt-ei'ing, and a strong gnard, of Capt. Lacoiir's 
e mmand, plu«’ed over them. Bv the euisent 
of t;a|'tain Lacour, his men, at the da'k hour 
of mididgbt, took them from the jail, hand- 
ctiffed them together, gagged them — ih-'n tixik 
them a short distance, beside a large gullv, and 
shot cverv one of them, piled them all iu one 
hoV. and rudelv covered them up. 

The ramor reaching their female relations of 
the sad fate of the victims, thev proceeded to 
I.iberta- to ascertain the true fate of th^Ir rela- 
I ives. ’ A Union friend secretlv told them of 
their sad fate and where they would find their 
linrial I'lace. 

I bey proceeded with solemn and mournful 
I ler^; io the spot and there discovered to ikelr 
iiorror a jiortion of the earth washed by a 
Ilf aw rain from the mangled limbs of their 
lelatives, and wishing to identify each their 
frierds H'rtainly ttiey eommen»«d removing 
tl e loose dirt. One mother cx'claims in tears 
of agonv, this i< mv poor son, for here are the 
socks that 1 kt it for him. here ar< the initials 
of his name. Another says this is ray husband, 
lor here is hi* Iwxits. I know them. 

While they were engaged In this heartrending 
•(■arch a squad of the murderers of their rela- 
livee came up and ordered them aw-ay, and 
Ii<ai<-d savage curses uiion their heads, and t >ld 
them they killed their friends, and if they did 
not leave and drv it up they would serve them 
or anyliodv else tbe same. But the fate of the 
# Ider Trnll was the most cowardly and djsgr.ace- 
Inl of all. Having lH.cn platNid in close contine- 
inent by the tyrant Colonel Griffin, who could 
I refer no charges against him. and did not wi-h 
to murder him puMiclv. a plot was concocted 
l<etween Griffin and Jackson (the brother of 
Lieutenant Jackson), and others, to have Trail 
assassinated privately. Trnll was induced to 
retout a writ of habe.as corims; application 
w-as made to the District Judge, the writ 
granted, at d Trull w as ordered by the Judge 
to give security for his apin-arance at the Dis- 
trict Court to answer the charge of mnrder 
f'lr the alleged killing of Jackaon. Unable to 
give the required security, he w.as remanded 
into the hands of the Bberilf of Jasi>er 
(ouuty. JackKm and two other men, 
i r.mes not know n, were summoned by the Sher- 
! rt' to gnard Trull to Ja«|>er. Trull then knew 
I lls doomed fate, and piteously begged of all the 
fiullMirities, civil au<l miliLary. that .Tackson. 
who bad pjbliciv threatened to Kill him. should 
I ot he jicrmilted to constitute one of th" guard, 

I ut bis entreaties were spurned. The last that 
was known of the patriot Trull, was from the 
li; s of the Sheriff of Jasiier county. He said 
I* at between Collier’s Ferry, on the Neches and 
West Bluff, in a thicket, Jackson told him (the 
Sheriff) that thev had no more use for him, 
they could guard Trull; that after he had pro- 
ceeded out of sight he heard the report of a 
gun; returned and found Trull a mangled 
c«>ri>rie. His gu.ard said the Indians had caught 
him (Trnll). and that he (Trull) was buried on 
Ihe spot, where his grave can now be seen. To 
?hc^w the comi)licity of Col. Griffin in the af- 
fair, he remark^ to a crowd at Beaumont on 
l.is return frt*m Lilierty th.at Trull had been 
Mimndered into the hands of the Sheriff 
of Jas]«r county, and with a signifleant wink 
■ >t tbe eye and nod of the Lead, he said 
T'till would get but a short dis- 
t.Mice before he would lie disposed of. The 
DiMricl Judge (tleaveland) acUsd well his jiart 
in tbe Moody role, and should lie noticed. It Is 
unkind iu ,Teff Davis to keep such an able tool in 
oliscurily, but Jeff knows that the acts of he 
and his associates in low crime and tvrannv, if 
known ahrexad among ciailized peojde. would 
lie a disgrace ea’cu to him and the rebel cau.se, 
the only sensible conception of public opinion 
aVroad that he possesses. Jeff Davis knows 
very well that it would not do to permit his 
minions In Texas to say to the Union men — “If 
\<D have conscientiuDs s<'raplu8 against lighting 
against the old flag, yon arc at llbertv to depart 
In i>eaee” — because there would too many leave. 
Hence, those that attempt it arc assaHsinated to 
i' limidate the Ixalance The only Union men, 
t( my knowledge, that have lieen penuiUed to 
leave are Baldwin and Peebles. When Gen. 
Smith Issued his order lor them to leave the 
i^iate, a majority of the secesh were for hang- 
ing tliem. But the military authorities resisted 
it. on the ground that Ibw were conspicuous 
( ( I sons, and their assassination would tie known 
atiroad. If they has lieen In humble life they 
I would have lieen hanged.

PhTTROU-UM. 

We have jnst conversed with a gentleman 
*rom CombcrluDd county, who informs os that, 
iu boring through rocks for salt water, a foun- 
tain of I’etroleum, or volatile oil, was struck at 
the depth of about 180 feet. When the augur 
was withdrawn, the oil rushed up twelve or 
hsirteen feet aliove the surface of tbe earth, 
and it was believed that about seventy,five gal- 
l( ns were discharged per minute, fiirming quite 
a bold stream from the place to the Cumber- 
land river, into which it discharged itself. Tbe 
lountain or stream was struck four or five days 
previous to the departure of onr informant, at 
w bich time tbe quantiiy of petroleum diach orged 
had not {lereeptiiily diminished. Falling into 
tbe Cumberland river, tbe volatile oil covered a 
(xiusiderable portion of the suifaceof the stream 
for many miles liekiw. If ignited, it w.iuld 
) resent a magnificent, if not an appalling s(iec- 
tocle. Webaves<ena sjiecimen of this oil; it 
ignil^ freely, and produces a flame as biillLaat 
us gas-light. 

Our Informant states that in the same neigh- 
UirlKM-d where this immense fountain of peiro- 
Itum has been discovered, Dr. John Croghan 
tins siiw-eeded, bv boring, in obtaining an 
nbuDdant Fupplv of salt water, at a depth of 
not moie than 200 leet. which now rises twentv- 
tive ft»t alsive the ordinary level ol the Cum- 
iietUud aiver.

Dkatii OF Tur. Reiiki. Gknkkal Wiiiti.'ig. — 
Mivjor-General W. II. C. Whiting, of the rebel 
army, who surrcnder'vl with the garrison of 
Fort Fisher to General Terry and Admiral 
Porter, died last Friday week at Governor’s 
Iriand. Tbe deceased was a native of Missl.*- 
sippL about forty-five years of age, and was 
educated at West Point, receiving his appoint- 
ment from President Tyler. After graduating 
in 1845 he was assigned to duty, and remained 
in the United States service until Feb. 20, 1861, 
when he resigned his commission and joined 
the rebels in Georgia, having removed to that 
Slate after receiving his military education. 
He was soon afterwards appointed a Brigadier- 
General by the rebels, and served under Beau- 
regard at Bull Run. He was In the Seven Days’ 
Battles, and was promoted to l»e a Major-Gen- 
eial. Afterwards he was sent to Wilmington, 
and the defences of Ca|ie Fear river were con- 
tti noted under his direction. He was con.«ld- 
( ri d, next to Beauregard, the ablest engineer in 
tl e rebel service.

To (he Editors of the LouisvtlU Journal: 

Gknti.kmfn: From the blue-grass region of 
our Stale, 1 come up here to what is known to 
us as “the niountaius.” I must confess mvself 
aL'reeably surprised. Here the iron furnactM of 
Greenup far surpassed all expectatiun. The 
coal fields too, so favorably reported on by Dr. 
Ow(D, are infinitely beyond, in qaantity and 
«iuality, all report. The finest fields of cannel 
coal on this continent of six, eight, ten, and 
feurtexm feet in thickness, are to be teen in these 
mountains of the Sandy valley. Bitnmlnon.s 
coal of like quantity and very superior quality, 
will be found here. The |Prestonbarg region 
possesses the famous Peach Orchard seam, 
K>me four feet in thickness, which is tbe freest 
from all iinpuiitios, and in fact the purest 
fc^iiu of bitumiuons coal known to geologists. 

As an oil region, too, I don't suppose I hazarcl 
anaibing in saying none can surpass it. The 
oil Imsin of this valley must be extensive in- 
dw d, from the numerous oil and gas springs to 
bo seen in nearlv cveiy region one may visit 
cliove Lsmisa, in Johnson cuiinly. Paint, Blain, 
Cow, Johns, Abbott, and Middle creeks are par- 
ticularly thus highly favored. The most posl- 
tiae indications to my mind of all the country 
over which 1 have travelled of oil, and in 
treat quantities, are to be found in A'l- 
1 ott and .Middle creeks. Middle cre-k 
ri.-cs iu Magf ffin county ne;ir the BuriiiugSprings 
ot Senator Patrick and .Mr. Hart.

In going from Burning 
b] r lU'B in Magoffin to Prestonburg. the righU 
l and f'irk of the road leads down Middle creek 
and the K it dow u Abbott. On the Middle cre, k 
road, eight miles from Pre-tonhurg, is the 
property of .Mr. Stone ui>on avhich there was a 
boiirg for oil commenced in 1-sGl, and wihich 
w us discnnlinued on account of the rebellion. 

'I i;cf e three biirlngs comuitmccd at Burning 
Springs in Magoffin and one on Paint w ere like- 
w i?e discominued on account of the rebeilion. 
These tonr borings Jfor oil are nil ever cora- 
mcnced lu the Valiev prior to tbi* year, so far as 
J can learn. There are now, however, dozens 
of engines at work and commencing in this 
(•I'unuy. I was struck with the iuimen.se 
indicatiens at Mr. Stone’s farm, on 
Middle cieek, as w<Jl as the farms above and 
IcUiw on that stream almost to the Sandy riv- 
4 r. 1 he Adams farm, lielow Stone’s, has both 
gios and oil in various places and its owner has 
construclcd a dr\-hniiK* over one of his burning 
sill lugs, w ithin w hich he drle.s fruit, The 

Dotsc'U forui ia one of the finest tracts of land 
f< T quality of s<iil iu the (Niuutry. It has some 
acres, which covers the crijek some two 
miles, and from .3f»o to .V)0 acres bottom la id in 
a high state of cukivatiou. U|>on this tract, 
i-nd by tbe road-side, there are two remarkable 
l:is springs, one proceeding from the eirth .and 
I lie other from crevices in the rock. This rock 
is of a bliickish color, and said to be tbe oil rock. 
Tlic.se springs arc about one hundred yards 
simrt, and the one from the earth, if cleaned 
out and attended to, would br,1roni the escape- 
ment of tbe <]iiantiiiuB of gas thereabouts, one 
of the largest biiralng springs In ciih r V'lr- 
eii'ia or Kentucky. There are also several oil 
sjirings on the Dutson Farm.

About the 
e ime time Mr. Maio bored for salt on the 
l ank of Handv some three hundred yard.s above 
tlie month of Middle Creek, and at the depth of 
S' me tour or five hundred feet struck oil Iu such 
quantities that it flowed out similarly to the 
Harris well. The owner? regarded their wells 
as niint d, und stoptx-d them both np, and they 
so riir.ain to this day, Tho e nnf-irtnnate ope’- 
latoiB of that day have died, and the properly 
is now owned by their grandcliildnui, win are 
minors of tender years, so that nothing can 
i.ow lie done with either of the well.*. The 
lioiingB up the river for salt about the same 
I eriod of the Harris and Mayo wells were a»- 
tcm’ed w ith a similar rc-ult as to oil, and par- 
tUulaily the one at the mouth of Slieliiy, in 
Pike county, and which was likewise abandoned 
on account of tbe oil. 

Tbit vallei is now covered bv the enteriiris- 
Ing Yankee in search of jK'trolcum. (Ki where 
M U may, >ou will find them. Every hotel from 
U itlctitburg to forty miles above Priatonburg 
1- crowded with them. In the months of snow 
ond ice they were here. Now they fill every 
Mcambuat, hotel, and log cabin in the country. 
Tliey never think of traveling horse-leick, but, 
f,H't in hand, they luirsue every road and path, 
ai.d go o\ er every hill in the land. None go 
nw'iy without investing. The country aujii' irs 
to give universal satisfaction, auJ prices for 
Icatcs and realty are gelling to be t ) us. the 
iininilialcd, enormously high. Esera- b lat and 
flitikev that ascends the Sandy carries the en- 
gines and boilers for sinking wells. The nuin- 
ler of borings going down this season ia varl- 
4 usly est imated at from one hundred to one 
thousand. 

Where are our enteri>rlsing Kentuckians? 
They arc not here. No. They are not. The 
f.il of this land is to be consumed by New York, 
Pcr.naa IvHuia, and Ohio. Oil Creek, Pa., ia 
1 eie to iuciease the fill of Ihi ir c,illers, and 
they V ill shortly own half of the countra*. Tue 
city of Lonisvilie 1* re;ireseute<l In this valley 
b>‘ General Bo>lo and the seven-milli'in c-im- 
pany. In behalf of whose Interests borings 
aie going down. One other localilv of 
Kmiucky Is represented here, and this 
finishes the sum total of her efforts in the Sandv 
Valley. The lialnnce of the tj'.ate sleefis sound- 
ly as regards the untold millions of worth of this 
richest of all locations upon thla eontinent. Just a 
few w(x;kB hence and Kentuckians will begin to 
rub their eyes and awaken np, but then it will 
l-e too lateL The limited means of her enter- 
I rising men will then admonish them that thev 
can't come it. Property may now be had, if 
not at first, at least at second and third band*,

Crocodiles are more nnmeroua in the rtrer at 
Paksam Vem than in that of ChauUboun. I 
continually saw them throiy themselves from 
tbe banks into the water; and it has freiiucntly 
happened that careless fishers, or perstin.s who 
have impfudcnUy fallen asleep on the shore 
have become their nrey, or have .afterwards diei 
of wounds lrflicte4l hy them. This latter has 
happened twice during mv stay here.

1 went for nearly three years-to 
a (’iilholic school, at three{>em’e a week ' I went 
to the factory at ten years oKl, .and worked llicre 
till I was twelve. Then I went to service at 
>!o«sl(>y, at a hoarding-school. I sLavinl tliere 
uniil I was fourteen. I then left on account of 
piiiall wages. I came home, and was sent bv 
Tio father Io icnrn to lie a lad’s raji-makor. I 
was Icnnilng for th'ee months, and llicn I came 
home again. When I came home, I saw that 
111 ' brcitlier Richard was dressed very fine, be- 
sidi's having a gold ring and wat .h. Mv lirolh- 
er was not then living at home regnlirly, be- 
en use he could not stand in> father’s reproaclie*. 

I used to say to my fatlit-r, “How well Richard’s 
dr*..<ed!’’ And my fatlier wiiiiUl say, “But who 
tl.mks anything of it?- lie’s a prisr!” .My 
mother was more unhappy aNnit it than my 
liiiher, and often fillowtd him alioiit the 
town, begging him to come home. When I 
was jn*t fifteen, mv mother gave me three- 
j,f nee to go to Knott Mill Fair, and I met 
iiiv brother there. lie t»dd me what bi do, 
fltid 1 stood lH.‘fore him. so that nobod v 
con'd see his hand while be I'ickcd a woman’s 
poi ket of seven shillings and a purse. He gave 
U’.i a shilling, and then told luu to go home. I 
W( lit into a show, and picked a young woman’.* 
p'H-ket of eighteen i»cnce. I tri'raWed very 
much when 1 did iL 1 met the young woman 
again in a short time, and she w.as crying. I 
heard her say the money was her mother’s. 

1 cried, too, and would ha'e given her the 
money back, but was afraid of being taken np. 

I (iar^ not take the money home, so I took It 
to a stay shop, and paid it In adv.ance toward 
a fiair of stays. I remained at homo three 
month? wlthi'ut doing any thing more. .At the 
erd of that time mv little brother Edward was 
Dikcn up for picking pockets, and got threni 
ni' iiths. He had liccn taken up three times 
Ih lore, nnd had only lieen out three davs. 
During twelve moi tbs he had only been at lib- 
erty four days. One «if the witne?H*? n'-'alnst 
him was one of his companions, and, after ho 
bad been tbe means of convicting him, I leath- 
ered him just outside, the court. I was taken 
up for the assault on this witness, and remained 
in Hie New Bailev a week. I was then li.ailed 
Oft by two of the craft. My mother met me 
ill the street, and wc were treated tosoin'i rum 
b’ a conipanion of mv brother Rich.ard’s, .1 iraos 
O'B., wlio bad a hundred p<iunds, which he hod 
sfo'en from a woman. My brother wo.* then 
in Gloncestersblre picking pocket*. O’B gave 
me money to complete the purchase of my 
Hlays. I had lieen at a fair with another young 
wu’man ijuly for a day, and we got three pounds 
between ns.’ When I got home again, mv mother 
had ly letter from Richard, saying that he w.as 
put liack for trial at fllonccster for pocket-pick- 
iT g, and wanted money to p.ay for a counsellor. 

I " ent by the train to Oiighton. and at the sta- 
tion picked a woman’s pocket of fifteen shilling?, 
which paid for my place to Kidderminster I 
went iu a wagon from Kidderminster to Wor- 
cester, with live or six other females, and got 
fifteen shillings more from them. I stopped all 
night at Worcc.*ter. I went in an omnibus to 
t!;,- Gl< needier station next morning, and picked 
a l.ady’s jHH ket In the omnlhns of a guinea. I 
g( t into Gloiicciter on Friday night; saw mv 
brother next morning; told liim I would try to 
get some monev for ronnsel, and went to the 
market, but it i? a very' poor market, and I only 
g(A ( leven shilling?. I could not get enough 
nioney to fee mv brother’s counsel, and he re 
ct i vc(i three nionih*, ha\ ing been recommended 
i,y the jury to mercy on account his being so 
VI ling. I then went to Derby, and then to 3i*ef- 
flcKl, whi're I saw a young 'plekiiwcket by the 
name of O’Neill, whom I bad previously known 
in Maehester through my brother. I went to 
R- therham fair nnd got aliont four pound?. I 
.?aw O NcUl again, who said: “I think you have 
done better than anv of u-!” for a great many 
l ickiiockcfs were there. I then went to Bam 
Statute fair, but got nothing, for it rained, .and 
no jH'ople came. I returned to Sheffield, and 
then went Di Hull. I went to all those places 
by mvself, having heard O’Neill and his com- 
t'Auions say they were going. I seldom kejit 
mv money, for other traveller? in the lodging- 
liotises Hsi'd to say thev were hard np. and bor- 
rowed It from me. O’Neill wanted me to live 
with him without being married, bat I would 
lU'U My elde-t brother. John, was then In 
Hull, serving a mouth for picking pocket?. I 
waited till he came ont, and then he whipped 
me for coming away from home. I ran aw:»v 
fn m him and went to I.,eed?; there I met O’Neill 
again, nnd the bans were said f<ir u? to be mir- 
ried. I filled u]> the three weeks by going to 
Shiffleld und York, and got about e'eveu 
ptiunds at both places together. We were mar- 
ried at church. Up to this time I could only 
pick outside pockets, but O’Neill taught me 
how to raise outside dresses and to pick inside 
I'Oikets. I was married the Thursday, and on 
the Saturday I got ten shillings In the market. 
On Monday my brother Edward came to Leeds. 
We all went ont, and Edward picked a pocket 
of tbirUen shillings, but he had been watched, 
and we were all taken up, and we got three 
n.ontlm. Alter receiving our lilierty we went 
to Hull, and found Prince Albert was going to 
lay the foundation stone of Grimsbv Docks. At 
Hull I got seventeen shillings. We went to 
Grimsbv, and Edward and I got thirty skillings 
each. Prom Hull we went to Newark, where 
ve got seven jKinnd?; then to Retford, four 
1 minds; then to Sbeftie'd, where I was arrested 
for thirty shillings I had taken from a woman. 
Tlii? brought me six weeks, and O’Neill two 
mi rths In Wakefield. I travelled after I came 
l ut until mv husband was released, and I got in 
the fortnight about fifteen pounds; then we 
went to Selhv, and got four pound? in the 
niaiket; then' to Hull, and got five pounds 
at the stati-in; then to Manche?ler, when I 
and mv husband went to live with mv father. 
While ! lived at Manchester I went out with 
O'Neill almost even day bv the trains six or 
seven miles out of Maiochetter, sometimes sec- 
ond. sometimes first ela.?s, having very good 
clothes. The largest sum I ever got was iwen- 
iv-two pound?, going from Manchester to 
Stockport. O’Neill did nothing but “shake 
me off.’’ Ho wo? a great druukarJ. aud I h:id 
to pav from tweiitv-five D) thirty-five shillings 
everv* week to the l>eer-shop for him. We 
(allied on this way for aliout six months, 
making on the average about ten pound.? a 
W 4 4 k. We lived all this time at my father’s, 
who used to fret and cry, and tell ns we should 
get Into disgrace; but we took no heed He 
w as too good-natured with us. We then heard 
that Preston market was very crowded on Sat- 
urday, and for thirteen weeks wg came over, 
O’Neill, Rich:ird, and I, everv 8:atnra;»y. 
O'Neill and I went together, aud Richard and 
one of his friends. At night we shared all 
equally. Tbe largtsl sum I ever got at Preston 
was eevnteen pounds, and the smalliist about 
three pounds. 1 ih'M to call four and five 
ixiunds nothing. It was owing to the wet day 
we went into the shop, few jieople being in the 
market, when the offence took place for which 
we are tran?i*orUHl. Although I was three rears 
at fchool I never fully learned to read. When 
I got a I'urse In a crowd, I n?ed to bake tlie 
money and put the puise into some man’s 
]Hicke't. I’ve done this eighteen or nineteen 
tluics. It was the best way of getting rid of the 
pnr?e. I nsed to go ont on Monday and get two 
and three i>ounde, which would satisfy me for 
iwo da> s, and then I would go again on Wednes- 
day or Thursday, and again on Saturday, and 
g 4 nerally got in the week about twenty pounds. 

I was never satKfied with le^is. Mv brother Ed- 
ward was verv- daring. He could pick a wo- 
man's pocket as she was rnnning along the 
stneU 1 1 be had seen a thing that he fancied, 
be would sav, “that’s mine,” and watch his oji- 
puriuiiity till he got it.
